ninety-six Liberals, two Independent-Liberals and one 
Progressive members under the leadership of Mr. 
Mackenzie King. _ 

The Conservatives, under the leadership of Mr. 
Bennett, will muster thirty-nine members, the smallest 
representation in their party's annals. In the last House 
they had 132 members. An even greater propor¬ 
tionate contrast will be evident in the United Farmer- 
Labor representation. In th* lart House there- were 
ten United Farmers and four Labor members. On 
■Thursday only one member will represent this com¬ 
bination. The irruption of the Social Credit Party 
in Albert, played havoc with th* United Farmers, 
most of whom came from that province, and the new 
Hquse of Commons ha, been deprived of the peppery 
western group which included some of the ablert mem¬ 
bers of the whole parliamentary gathering. In it, 
place will be the seventeen Social Credit members, 
fifteen of whom were returned from Alberta and two 
from Saskatchewan. 

The Social Credit members will not compose the 
only neto party to make its debut in the national^ Par¬ 
liament. There will be seven members of the C.C.F. 
party, three of whom will b« from British Columbia, 
two from Saskatchewan and two from Manitoba. Nor 
does this exhaust the list of newcomers in a party sense. 
Hon. H. H. Stevens will make his bow as the first 
and only representative of the Reconstruction Party 
which he founded with high hopes on the eve of Use 
general election and which he confidently expected 
would at least have second place m numerical strength 
in the new Parliament. 

Mr. Bennett will have to look about for new 
lieutenant,. He no longer will have Mr. Stevens. 
Mr Rhodes and Dr. Mamon, who were hi, mainstays 
when Ins govcramrjpt met Parliament .her H* trium¬ 
phant return in the election of 1930. Mr. Stevens 
formerly w*r Minister of Trade and JjT’

A FLY Of THE CHEESE 

IN THE NEWSPAPER WITH WHICH SHE 

1 has been associated for many years. The Winni¬ 
peg Free Press. Miss E. Cora Hind relates an in¬ 
teresting little narrative about Canadian cheese and 
how a lucrative market in Great Britain was almost 
lost by carelessness on the part of an exporter in this 
country. During her recent European tour. Miss 
Hind, as an expert in all matters pertaining to agri¬ 
culture in its innumerable branches, manifested a. 
special interest in Britan's demand for Canadian 
dairy products and. in particular, Canadian cheese. 

There is a firm with headquarters m London 
which conducts hotels and restaurants all over the 
British Isles and is reputed to serve on an average 
of between 55.000.000 and 60,000,000 meals an¬ 
nually. For several years this huge organization has 
been in the habit of purchasing large quantities of 
Canadian cheese. All had gone well until some time 
ago a fly was found in one consignment. The man¬ 
agement complained to the shipper; but the complaint 
was treated lightly, more or less as a joke, the shipper 
pointing to the tons of cheese imported without a fly 
at all. Then another fly appear^, but this time the 
buyer for the importing firm issued a general order 
that no Canadian cheese was to be bought in future. 

“Fortunately for Canada," Miss Hind says, "she 
had in London a man who has smoothed over many 
difficulties arising from shippers of Canadian products 
being careless. It was a hard job. but the general 
excellence of Canadian ch eese was a help and the dif¬ 
ficulty was overcome, and the firm today is a heavy 
buyer of Canadian cheese." 

The buyer said to the shipper: "We found those 
flies and no great harm was done, but supposing a 
customer at one of our tables in one of our many 
hotels and restaurants had cut open a piece of cheese 
and found a fly. Would they have come to one 
of our tables again? No." 

Getting business on a large scale usually requires 
patient and astute salesmanship. Keeping the business 
once it has been obtained similarly requires efficient 
service and sustained quality of the product concerned. 
Dutch and Danish dairy products, of course, are keen 
competitors with similar Canadian commodities in the 
British market. -It thus behooves Dominion exporters 
to maintain the utmost vigilance in order to preserve it

Annual Saanich Report Indi¬ 
cates 82.51 Per Cent of 
1935 Levy Collected 


The annual report, covering ac¬ 
tivities of th* various depart¬ 
ments of Haanleh during IMS 
was released from the Municipal 
Hell yesterday. * 

The most encouraging feature was 
the increase In current tax collec¬ 
tions. which were the hlghert in 
three years. On this account there 
was *362,144 paid Into the treasury, 
representing *251 per cent of the 
levy. The sum of *25.974 was re¬ 
ceived iu the delinquent tax account 
end *23.339 for tax arrears. More 
than *7,900 was realised from tax 


ENCOURAGING RETORTS 


R eports from various depart- 

menu of the Municipality of Saanich made 
public yesterday due lore a sound financial condition 
and indicate that the year 1933 Was one of normal 
activity throughout the district. 

The Reeve and Council are naturally (ratified 
over the fact that tax collections last year amounted 
to 02.51 of the total levy, the largest amount taken 
in in the last three years. This in itself is a fairly 
reliable barometer of economic conditions in the muni¬ 
cipality. It also is to be noted that in the matter of 
unemployment the number of relief cases has continued 
to decrease since the early part of 1933. 

Cradual growth of the neighboring municipality 
likewise is reflected by the fact that durisig 1935 
some 144 new water service connections were installed, 
while in a comparison of the total amount of water 

bought from Victoria city in 1934 and 1935. Saanich 
last year purchased 11.802,676 isnpetsal gallons more 
than in the previous year. Extensive road patching 
and general improvements to the entire road system 
were carried out during 1935, all of which was done 
under the present unemployment relief programme. 
The health of the municipality, according to the re¬ 
port of the Medical Health Officer, has been uni¬ 
formly good, with no major epidemics to mar it. 

Like all other communities. Saanich has passed 
through a difficult economic period; but the fact that 
at the end of 1935 it was possible to issue such 
satisfactory reports from practically every department 
that the municipality has
